AtHARLES the Second, by the Grace of GOD, King of Scotland, England, France and Ir:land, Defender 
NA of the Faith, cr. To all and ſundry Our gggd Subje&s whom theſe preſents do or may concern, Greet- 
ing: The jult Reſentments We have of tk rebellious courſes taken by ſome in that Our Ancient King- 
* dom of Scct/au4, by poiſoning Our People with Principles inconſiſtent with true Piety , and all hu- 
mane Society, as well as with Our Royal Zovernment ; and of the humorous Factions of others, who 
(undex pretext of re-preſenting Grievance? 5 Us) have moſt unjultly, both in Scotlipd and. England ; 

Defamed Our Judicatures of Scotland, ay 4 thereby weakened Our Xuthority ,, therein repreſented ; 
| _ All which, did not hinder Us from endeavghring to quiet the one by Our late Proclamation; and the 
her by a publick Hearing and Debate: And being moſt deſirous to cover all the Imperfe&ions of Our Lubjects, and 
fo remove the Fears and Jealouſics, whence they proceed ; We have therefore, by Our Royal Authority, and the un- 
- doubted Prerogative of Our Crown, thought fir (with the it of our Privy Council) to Indemnife , Remit and 


Pardon (with the Exceptions after ſpecified) all ſuch as have been at Field, or Houſe-conventiclcs, all ſuch as are gutl- 

of irregulac adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and other Whiſmatick Diſorders , all ſuch as have been ingaged in the 
Rebellion, 1656. Of the late Rebellion this preſent Year ok4God, 1679 Ali ſuch as have Spoken, - Written, Printed, 
Pulſhed, or diſperſed any traitcrous Speeches, infamous Lbels, or Paſquils; all ſuch as have miFrepreſented any of 
- ror volt Serhants, or Subjects, or have advited any yhing contrary to Our Laws; all ſuch as Have maleverſed in 
ay Publick Station, or Truſt: and generally, all {uch as are lyable to any purſuit, for any Cauſe, or Occaſion, re- 
ating to any publick Adminiſtration, by Contrivances, Attings, Oppoſitions, or otherways precceding; the date hereof. 
Feclaring the generality of thele Preſents, to be as cilectual to all intentsand purpoſes, as if every Circumſtance of every 
"the forelaid Delinquencics, or Miſ-demeanours were particularly and ſpecially here inſerted ; and as if every of the Perſons 
"that might be challenged and purſued for the ſame, had a Remifſion under Our great Seal, oran ACt of Indemnity paſtin 
"tis Favours. Diſcharging any of Our Officers, or SubjeQts, to furſue any Perſon or Perſons upon any ſuch accounts, either 
ad vinaittam publicam vel privatam, Or tou braid them ad Pro And Cominding all Our Judges ro interpret this 


-Our Remiſfion and Indemnity, with all poſſible latitu and” vor,..ag they will-be an{werable. to Us upon- their higheſt 
perils, Excepting ſuch as are already foretauſed by our Parliaments, or Our Criminal Court, fined by Our Privy Coun- 
cl; and ſuch who being fined by Inferiour Judicatures, have payed, or tranſacted for their fines, in ſo far as concerns their 
reſpeCted fines, ſo impoſed: Excepring alſo, all ſuch Heretors and Miniſters, who have been in the late Rebeliion, or 
were contrivers thereof, and ſuch {teretors as have contributed thereto, by Levics of Men and Money; and excepting like- 
wile ſuch as: obeyed not Our, and Our Covncils Proclamation, in affilting Our Hoſt; to be purſued for that their De- 
linquency, according to Law ; and ſuch perſons as have threatned, or abuled any of the Orthodox Clergy, or any of Our 
good Subjetts for aſſiſting Us, in ſuppreſſing the late Rebellion; and that, ſince Our Proclamation, dated the twenty- 
vinth day of F-ze, laſt palt: Which Indemnity We do grant to thoſe who were ingaged in the Jate Rebellion, provided 
that they ſhall appear betore ſuch as our Privy Council ſhal nomjnate, betwixt ard the dyets following,viz.theſe that are with- 
this Kingdom, betwixt and the eizhteenth day of Seprezbcr, and theſe that are furth thereof, betwixt and the thirteenth of 
November next to come, and enaQt themſelves, never to carry Arms againſt Cs, or our Authority, and with expreſs condition, that 
It ever they ſhall be at any Field conventicle, or ſhall doany violence to any of Our Orthodox Clergy, this Our Indemnity ſhall 
not be uſetul to ſuch Tranl2reſlors any manner of way ; as it ſhall not be to any for private Crimes, ſuch as Murders, Aſſaſſi- 
nations, Thefts, Adu'terics, the fines and denunciations thereof, and ſuch like as never ule to be comprehended under ge- 
neral Afts of Indemnity ; and particularly the Execrable Murther of the late Arch-biſhop of St. Andrew's : Nor to ſuch as 
were appointed to be carryed to the Plantations, by our Letter, dated the twenty ninth day of Fuze laſt, tho their lives 
be by this Our Royal Proclamation alſo, {-cured unto them, in manner, and upon the conditions above-mentioned. Bar leſt 
the Ge of Impunity ſhou'd emvolden the malicious to future diſorders; We do hereby Command Our Privy Council, and 
all Our other Judicatoures, to purſue and puniſh with al! the ſeverity tat Taw can allow, all ſuch as ſhall hereafter threaten 
orabuſe the Orthodox Clerzy, murmure againſt Our Judicatures, or Oicers, as ſhall make, publiſh, print, or diſperſe Ly- 
bels, or Paſquils; rheſe b-ing the Fore-runners of all Rebellions; and which, by defaming Authority, do dilappoint all 
Its jult and neceſſary Methods. And to the end, all our good Subjefts may have norice of this Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, 
We do hereby Command Our Lyon King. at Armes, and his Brethren Herwlds, Macers, Purfevants, and Meſſengers at 
Arms, to make timous Intimation hereof, at the Mercat-Croſs of Ed/z6-725, and other Places nzediul. Given at Our Courts 

at Findſ9r-Caftie, the Twenty-leventh day of F-y, one thoutand, (ix hundred, ſ:veuty and nine. And of our Reign, the Threrti- 

eth-one Year.
